In the remaks, applicant(s) argued that Paltenghe reference does not teach or suggest displaying a signature being inputted via a 
digitizer on a display unit in a manner that makes it difficult for others to discern the stroke of the signature. In response to applicant's 
arguments against the references individually, one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references individually where the rejections 
are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 
1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). In this case, Paltenghe disclose in col. 3, lines 6-15: an individual's digital graphic signature 
may be obtained by capturing the pen strokes utilized by an individual to sign their name. Paltenghe also mentioned in col. 4, lines 41- 
57 that the computer hardware for generating and displaying the digital graphic signature includes a graphics tablet (digitizer), electronic 
pen, touch sensitive screen. For the limitation, signature being displayed in a manner that makes it difficult for others to discern the 
stroke of the signature, Examiner's used a second reference, which is Hoover, to reject it (Please see rejection of claim 1). 
Applicant's arguments and amendments with respect to claims 1, 3, 32, 34, 42, 44 and 52 would not be entered because the scope of 
these claims have changed, necessitated by Applicant's substantial amendment (i.e., displaying the signature being inputted via the 
digitizer on the display unit in a manner that makes it difficult for others to discern the stroke on the signature as the stroke is being 
inputted via the digitizer in said inputting step, while yet allowing the user to discern the stroke of the signature as the stroke is inputted 
via the digitizer in said inputting step) to the claims which significantly affected the scope thereof g £Wo*.
